The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art examined taught or fairly suggested a method for cutting a glass sheet 
comprising the steps of: heat treating a glass sheet with a laser, along a path which the 
glass is to be cut, so that the glass is heated to a glass transition point and then cooling 
the glass sheet portion to thereby cause the sheet portion to protrude from the 
remaining portion of the glass sheet, the protruding sheet portion having a larger 
specific volume and lower density than the remaining portion of the glass sheet; etching 
the heat treated glass sheet to form a groove in and along the sheet portion incuding 
the cutting line; and breaking the glass sheet along the groove.
